!^OAD  AGENT'S  RE-POI^T, 


At  the  annual  town  meeting  on  March  14th.  1893,  three  Road 
Agents  were  chosen  to  lake  charge  of  all  highways  and  bridges 
under  the  new  act  of  law  passed  by  our  legislature.  It  was  voted 
in  town  meeting  for  the  Road  Agents  to  purchase,  a  road  mach- 
ine to  be  used  upon  our  highways.  We  made  some  inquires  as 
to  the  best  machine  for  our  roads,  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Champion  was  the  one  to  purchase,  this  machine  is 
made  by  tlio  American  Road  Machine  Co.,  Kennett  Square,  Pa. 
and  numbered  13096,  and  cost  $250.  delivered  at  Greenland 
Depot.  April  24th.  this  machine  was  used  at  the  Centre,  on 
Washington  Ave.  from  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Haskell,  to  the 
residence  of  Mr.  Samuel  Marden  :  this  being  a  piece  of  road  of 
quite  a  decent,  much  water  has  to  find  its  way  somewhere,  and 
was  running  near  tlie  middle  of  the  highway.  We  thought  this 
a  good  place  for  trial,  and  the  result  was  satisfactory  to  nearly 
everybody.  It  i-ounded  up  the  road  bed,  made  the  watercourses 
on  the  sides  where  they  should  be,  and  made  a  nice  road  with- 
out drawing  an}-  material.  This  Machine  has  been  used  on  La- 
fayette, Washington,  West,  Garland, Grove,  Fern, Marsh, Cable, 
Central,  South,  Ocean,  Locke,  Portsmouth,  Sagamore,  Wallis, 
Brackett,  and  Clark  roads  with  general  satisfaction.  Manj'  fast 
rocks  have  been  blasted  and  a  large  number  of  loads  of  smaller 
stones  have  been  removed  from  the  travel  part  of  our  highways. 
It  was  often  said  by  our  summer  visitors  last  season,  that  the 
roads  in  Rye  were  much  improved  by  being  so  free  from  stones, 
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and  nice  to  ride  upon  since  the  use  of  the  Road  Machine  ;  also 
less  dangerous  for  horses  in  traveling,  not  having  to  trip  over 
loose  stones.  Good  roads  are  beneficial  to  all.  Three  old  cul- 
verts have  been  relaid  and  two  new  ones  made.  Owing  to  a 
Government  contract  at  Little  Harbor,  a  draw  tender  had  to  be 
stationed  at  Newcastle  Bridge  (so  called)  at  quite  an  expense  to 
Rye ;  the  bridge  also  had  to  be  strengthened  by  building  a  pier 
on  one  side,  to  keep  it  from  being  damaged  by  the  barges  load- 
ed heavily  with  stone  in  passing  though  the  draw.  A  new  bridge 
was  built  on  Bridge  road  at  the  old  shingle  mill.  Other  bridges 
were  repaired.  New  posts  and  railings  were  placed  on  the 
Farragut  road. 

The  unexpended  balance  ($306.80)  of  the  ^1000.00  approp- 
riated 1889,  has  been  expended  on  town  farm  road  (so  called) 
which  was  needed  down  through  dark  entry,  especially  on  rum 
hill.  Material  has  to  be  carted  so  far  that  but  little  show  can 
be  made  in  that  section,  without  great  expense.  The  Locke  road 
w^hich  was  complained  of  last  year  and  by  a  vote  of  the  town 
w^as  left  to  the  Road  Agents  to  be  put  in  a  suitable  condition, 
has  had  a  thorough  going  over  with  the  road  machine  and 
made  satisfactory.

The  lot  was  donated  to  the  town  for  school  purposes  by  Mrs. 
Sarah  E.  W.  Hills,  and  heirs  of  N.  G.  White,  of  Lawrence,  Mass^ 
in  memory  of  the  late  Capt.  David  Wedgewood,  and  contains 
150  square  rods.  It  has  a  frontage  of  226  feet.  The  building  is 
35^  X  50  feet,  and  contains  a  schoolroom,  an  anteroom,  and  a 
vestibule.  The  walls  are  of  brick  ;  the  foundation  is  made  of 
stone  laid  in  cement. 

All  of  the  material  taken  out  of  the  cellar  Avas  needed  for 
grading  ])urposes.  A  stone  wall  on  two  sides  of  the  lot  has  been 
erected,  the  lot  graded,  and  a  well  made  on  the  lot  to  accom- 
modate the  school  and  the  traveling  public. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  all  purposes  by  the  commit- 
tee was  $4172.99 

The  plans  and  specifications  were  furnished  b}'  W.  A.  Ashe, 
of  Portsmouth  ;  the  bricks  by  A.  B.  Trefethen  ;  the  granite  by 
Silas  Philbrick  &  Co. ;  the  contact  for  woodwork  and  plastering 
was  let  to  Supply  F.  Ti'efethen  ;  the  painting  to  S.  B.  &  C.  W. 
Spear.  H.  S.  Rand  superintended  the  mason  work ;  R.  L. 
Locke  the  carpenter  work  ;  and  C.  H.  Rand  had  chai'ge  of  mak- 
ing the  well,  building  stone  wall  and  making  cellar. 

The  thanks  of  the  district  are  due  to  the  generous  doners  of 
this  beautiful  lot;  to  the  sons  of  the  late  Silas  Philbrick, (for- 
merly a  citizen  of  Rye)  for  favors  shown  on  granite  tablet ;  and 
the  to  late  Charles  J.  Brown  for  surveys  made  and  other  ser- 
vices rendered  o-ratis.

Agreeable  to  vote  of  town,  we  built  a  Tomb  on  Cemetery 
grounds,  oommeneino-  work  as  soon  as  frost  would  permit.  A 
foundation  was  put  in,  five  feet  in  debth,  and  three  feet  thick, 
laid  in  Newark  cement,  a  drain  of  small  stone  one  foot  wide  and 
debth  of  foundation,  was  made  completely  around  the  founda- 
tion, walls  are  two  feet  thick,  six  and  one-half  feet  high,  with 
a  covering  of  quarried  gi-anite,  nine  inches  in  thickness,  laid  in 
Portland  cement,  with  roof  covering  of  Portland  cement  con- 
crete, four  inches  in  thickness.  Front  of  structure  of 
quarried  granite  and  iron  door.  Size  of  door,  four  by  five 
feet.  Inside  excavated  three  feet  in  debth,  filled  with  small 
stone,  on  which  (juarried  stone  rests,  for  boxes  are  placed,  set 
in  three  inches  of  concrete  the  work  executed  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  Henry  S.  Rand.  Nineteen  casks  of  Newark,  twenty 
casks  of  Portland  cement,  and  two  casks  of  lime  were  used  for 
the  work.  The  quarried  stone,  cut  to  place  in  position,  was  fur- 
nished bv  S.  Philbrick  &  Co.,  of  Portsmouth.    Iron  work  bv

L.  M.  Ham  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  all  at  an  expense  of  $789  77. 
Size  of  room,  nine  feet  wide,  fifteen  feet  long,  six  and  one-half 
feet  high. 

A  limited  amount  has  heen  expended  on  the  grounds  the 
past  year,  grading  road  and  building  sideAvalk  from  highway 
to  Cemetery,  twice  mowing  ground  not  sold,  setting  a  few 
"bounds  posts  and  other  work  necessnry  to  keep  the  Cemetery 
in  fair  condition.  P'orty-six  lf)ts  have  been  sold  the  past  year, 
making  a  total  of  eighty-seven  lots  sold. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  town  appropi'iated  six 
hundred  dollars  to  build  a  tomb.  At  the  time  it  was  finished 
we  drew  four  hundred  dollars,  realizing  enouoh  in  addition  from 
the  sale  of  lots,  to  pay  for  the  structui'e,  since  that  time  we 
have  received  enough  from  the  sale  of  lots,  to  refund  to  the 
Treasurer  the  ammount  we  drew  and  pa}'  all  other  expences  at 
the  Cemetery.

It  can  hardly  be  supposed  thnt  the  feeling  which  prompted  a 
purchase,  should  be  unaccompanied  with  adesiie,  that  a  spot  on 
which  mu(di  had  been  spent,  should  be  kept  in  good  repair,  to 
the  wish  that  one's  own  place  of  final  rest  should  ever  be  decent, 
a  still  stronger  motive  should  be  added,  the  memory  of  others. 

The  lots  and  monuments  will  not  take  care  of  themselves,  no 
pains  at  the  outset  is  proof  against  the  tendances  to  decay, 
briers  and  weeds  soon  fill  a  neglected  lot  with  squalid  growth. 
Headstones  are  seldom  placed  so  firmly  as  to  defy  the  forces 
that  are  constantly  at  work  to  throw  them  down.  Lot  owners 
know  that  they  cannot  always  be  on  the  spot  to  watch  the  begin- 
ning of  decay,  and  do  not  forget  that  their  own  personal  care 
can  continue  but  a  little  while,  it  is  still  less  to  be  expected 
that  those  that  come  after  them  should  do  what  thev  failed  to 
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accomplish.  In  most  cases  a  little  time  each  year  will  insure  the 
preservation  of  a  lot  and  it's  structures  for  many  years.  We 
call  this  subject  to  the  nttentive  consideration  of  lot  owners. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  iiecesity  of  marking  your  lots. 
Everything  in  wood  will  rot  or  decay  and  the  corners  be  lost, 
and  the  losing  of  corners  has  caused  trouble,  hard  feelings  and 
even  litigation.  TFe  arlvific,  to  mark  your  corners  permanently 
with  some  indestructable  material  that  will  not  decay.  We  have 
induced  a  few  lot  owners  to  have  set  for  corner  bounds,  cut 
granite  posts  that  are  neat  and  durable,  a  marker  we  recom- 
mend lot  owners  to  adopt. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  Cemetery  Trustees  were 
chosen  a  committee  to  buy  a  hearse,  secure  a  lot,  build  a  build- 
ing on  said  lot  for  hearse  stoi-age.  We  have  attended  to  those 
instructions,  for  account  of  which  we  refer  you  to  Selectmen's 
report.

In  reudeiing  an  account  of  our  stewardship  for  the  past  year, 
we  do  it  more  cheerfully  in  the  belief  that  our  labors  have  not 
been  altogather  in  vain.  There  has  been,  in  some  instances,  a 
marked  advance  over  tlie  preceding  year. 

Superior  teachers  actuated  by  a  love  for  their  profession,  and 
encouraged  by  appreciative  patrons  and  earnest  pupils,  have 
given  to  most  of  our  schools  a  character  which  w^ill  compare 
favorably  with  any  in  the  past.  Our  teachers  as  a  class  have 
been  industrious,  faithful,  painstaking,  and  laborious  ;  but  we 
cannot  ignore  the  fact  that,  in  discharging  their  duties,  all 
have  not  given  entire  satisfaction.  The  teacher's  office  is 
a  responsible  one.  The  parent  transfers  important  trusts 
and  duties,  from  which  the  teacher  cannot  shrink.  On 
the  other  hand,  teachers  have  clear  and  well  defined  rights. 
They  are  entitled  to  great  sympathy  and  liberal  treatment.  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  as  'uetween  parents  and  teachers  there 
are  mutual  obligations,  and  there  must  be  mutual  consessions. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  schoolhouse  has  been  erected  to 
take  the  place  of  the  old  one  at  the  Centre.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
recall  all  of  the  proceedings  of  the  several  meetings  held,  but  the 
matter  of  locating  was  the  greatest  obstacle  to  overcome.  The 
district  voted  to  locate  in  the  Wedgewoodfield,  and  chose  a  com- 
mittee to  locate  the  spot,  and  erect  a  schoolhouse  thereon.  The 
owners  of  the  field — Mrs.  Sarah  E.  W.  Hills,  and  the  heirs  of  N. 
G.  White,  offered  to  donate  a  lot,  not  exceeding  one  acre,  in  the 
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northeast  corner  of  the  Wedge  wood  field.  At  a  special  meeting  the 
district  voted  unanimousl}-  to  accept  of  the  offer,  and  authoriz- 
ed the  committee  to  take  a  deed  of  the  same.  The  considera- 
tion of  the  deed  was  that  the  building  be  called  the  Wedgewood 
Schoolhouse — in  memorj'  of  the  late  Capt.  David  Wedgewood. 

A  building  with  two  schoolrooms  was  advocated  bj^  the  school 
board  last  year,  but  public  opinion  was  divided  on  this  point , 
and  the  result  was  that  a  modern  brick  building  containing  a 
schoolrom  large  enough  to  accomodate  56  pupils ;  an  ante- 
room 14x26  feet;  and  a  vestibule,  the  doors  of  which  open  into 
both  of  the  rooms.  The  basement  is  used  as  a  receptacle  for 
fuel,  not  only  saving  the  expense  of  a  building  for  that  purpose, 
but  is  more  convenient  for  the  janitor.  P^verything  about  the 
building  is  substantial,  and  credit  is  due  to  Henry  S.  Rand  who 
superintended  tlie  mason  work  ;  and  to  Richard  L.  Locke  who 
had  charge  of  the  carpenter  work,  for  their  faithfulness  in  dis- 
charging their  duties. 

The  slate  blackboards  and  school  furniture  that  were  used 
at  the  hall  were  utilized  in  the  schoolroom.  Some  new  furniture 
will  be  needed  the  coming  year.  The  beautiful  ash  tree  that 
adorns  tlie  lot  will  be  appreciated  by  the  scholars  for,  perhaps, 
generations  to  come,  when  under  its  branches  they  seek  its 
shade;  and  the  spacious  playground  will  give  them  the  privil- 
ege to  play  at  their  games  without  obstructing  the  highway. 

Members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  Rye,  thinking  that  an  Am- 
erican flag  would  be  an  addition  to  the  new  Wedgewood  school 
building,  circulated  a  paper  for  subscriptions  for  that  object. 
This  call  was  liberally  responded  to  b}'  the  citizens  of  that 
part  of  the  town,  and  through  the  loyalty  and  energy  of  mem- 
l)ers  of  the  G.  A.  R.  a  fine  large  flag  and  a  lofty  flag-staff  were 
obtained.     On  thanksgiving  afternoon  an  interested  company 
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Gathered  in  the  new  schoolroom  to  listen  to  exercises  in  con- 
nection with  the  flag  raising,  at  the  close  of  which  all  gathered 
ai-ound  the  new  flag-staff. 

Two  little  girls — members  of  the  school,  had  the  pleasure  of 
raising  the  flag,  and  amid  hearty  cheei's,  the  glorious  banner 
was  unfurled  to  the  breeze,  and  all  joined  in  singing  '-The  Star 
Spangled  Banner." 

A  red-letter  day  for  Rye  was  December  7th.,  when  Hon. 
Fred  Gowing,  Supt.  of  Public  Instruction,  visited  the  schools 
during  the  day,  and  delivered  an  address  at  the  town  hall  in 
the  evening — suitable  to  the  dedication  of  the  new  schoolhouse. 
Besides  the  address  there  were  exercises  by  the  pupils  of  the 
schools  ;remarks  by  some  of  the  citizens ;  and  singing  by  a  chorus. 

The  visit  of  the  Supt.  was  highly  appreciated  by  the  citizens 
of  Rye,  and  really  gave  an  impetus  to  the  school  work. 

We  believe  in  having  good  schools,  and  the  advantage  to  be 
derived  from  them  in  any  place  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated. 

In  any  community  where  good  schools  have  been  the  order 
of  each  succeeding  year,  we  see  the  good  effects  in  the  morals 
and  general  inteligence  of  the  people,  and  especially  in  the 
character  of  our  youth  who  are  coming  forward  in  the  place  of 
the  present  generation,  and  will  soon  take  the  part  in  the  bus- 
iness of  the  town,  and  the  affairs  of  the  state. 

We  need  inteligent  men  and  women,  and  educated  ones,  to  fill 
every  responsible  station  in  life.  Our  common  schools  and  free 
institutions  were  intended  to  supply  this  great  need. 

Our  thanks  are  <lue  to  all  who  have  aided  us  in  the  Avork.  All 
of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
